After unification 

Saleh against foreign bases in Yemen

SANAA, May 26 — Soviet bases 
in South Yemen will have to go 
when the two Yemens become a 
single state. North Yemen Presi- 
dent Ali Abdullah Saleh says. 

In an interview here with 4 * Arab 
News’' and “ Asharq Al-Awsar” 
the North Yemeni leader did not 
refer to the SovietUnion by name 
when asked about the presence of 
Russian forces to the south- But 
the tone of his answer left no 
doubt that there will not be a 
future for them when the country 
is unified. 

“There would be no room for 
the presence of, or influence for, 
any foreign bases on the territory 
of the unified state,” he said. 

Saleh was interviewed on a 
broad range of topics at bis office 
in Sana's Presidential Palace this 
week. Subjects included progress 
in the unity ta l k s between the two 
states. North Yemen’s internal 
situation, the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty, and relations with 
other Arab states. 

He said representatives of his 
government and that of the Aden 
government have met often since 
an Arab League meeting in 
Kuwait in March hammered out a 
framework for unification of 
North and South. 

That conference was called as a 
result of fierce border fighting 
between the two which began in 
February and threatened to ignite 
superpower rivalries on the Ara- 
bian penninsula. 

The latest work toward unity, 
he said, is being undertaken by 
joint military, legal and legislative 
committees of North and South 
Yemen which are currently meet- 
ing here. 

The committees, he said, are 


working “to overcome all causes 
hindering union and in the 
framework of basic principles 
agreed upon by both sides.” 

"North Yemen follows a demo- 
cratic system of rule, and there- 
fore it was our duty to involve all 
legislative machineries In the 
union process to express their 
views over what we have achieved 
at the Kuwait summit,” Saleh said. 

Unification of the two Yemens 
was first agreed upon at a meeting 
in Tripoli, Libya, on Nov. 28, 
1972. That agreement called for 
establishment of a single Yemeni 
state based on the Sharia (Islamic 
law). 

“Unity of the two countries is a 
popular demand,” Saleh said. 

Then turning again to the ques- 
tion of involvement by other pow- 
ers in both South and North 
Yemen, he said, “Yemen will not 
allow any party to infringe on our 
sovereignty, independence and 
higher national interests.” 

“It is important to say that our 
country does not revolve in the 
orbit of any power and is not 
associated with or linked with the 
East or the West,” he said. 

“What interests us most,” he 
added, “is the attitude of the 
Yemeni people because the coun- 
try’s unity concerns the Yemeni 
people alone." 

He denied, however, reports 
that some of his people oppose the 
unification plan, specifically that 
some of North Yemen’s important 
tribal groups are unhappy with the 

plan. 

“There have been misleading 
rumors perpetuated by the enemy. 
Regrettably snch unfounded 
rumors find a place in the Arab 
press,” he said. 

44 We are aware of foreign man- 
euvers to sow dissentson between 


Arab gtares, especially at a time of 
current Arab differences. How- 
ever, we emphasize that there is 
no room for imagining an entity of 
independent tribes outside the 
Yemeni state,” he said. 

“The tribes are part of the peo- 
ple, and the tribes are the majority 
of the people,” he said. 

Rumors to the contrary, he said, • 
are baseless. “The internal situa- 
tion of the country cannot be 
described by hired pens” he 
added. 

“Calm dominates all Yemeni 
regions,” he said, inviting corres- 
pondents to travel outside Saoa to 
see the situation for themselves. 

Several short trips during a 
week-long stay in the country 
tended to support that view. 
Yemenis questioned in the coun- 
try* s villages by and large said they 
supported unification, but said 
they doubted it would take place 
quickly. 


During the interview, Saleh 
repeated Yemeni opposition to 
the Egyptian-Israel peace treaty 
and denied reports that his coun- 
try had been 41 late” in condemning 
the accord. 

“Our position towards the 
Camp David accords was 
announced on time, -and the 
Council of Ministers issued a 
statement after the accords outlin- 
ing file position of the Yemen 
Arab Republic. Our position con- 
formed with the Baghdad foreign 
ministers conference,” he said. 

At that conference, held in late 
March, Arab countries voted to 
impose political and economic 
sanctions on Egypt for signing a 
separate peace treaty with Israel. 

“Now,” said Saleh, “we reiter- 
ate rimt no solution for the Middle 
East conflict can be achieved 
without a just solution — a settle- 
ment decided by the Arabs guran-

RIYADH, May 26 — King Khaled announced a SR 160 billion 
budget for the new fiscal year Saturday at a Council of Ministers 
meeting at which the King urged the government to implement the 
new spending plan from the “ inalienable standpoint ” of Islam. 

The fiscal year 1400 budget (1979/80) represents an 18.75 per 
cent increase over spending targets for FY1 399, but is only 8 per cent 
above actual expenditures incurred during the twai year that e n d ed 
Friday, according to the Ministry of Finance and National Economy. 

King Khaled expressed gratitude to God 44 for enabling us to 
persevere in building our country and boosting its welfare and dig- 
nity, ” and said the new budget “ will enable our government to 
render more services to the citizens in all parts of the Kingdom?” 

“ The life of this nation is basically linked to its faith, ’’ the King 
declared, “ and I ask you all, and myself, to see that all your activities 
most start from this tnaliRnahif- standpoint. " 

The Ministry of Finance and National Economy in chided an 
unusual statement with this year’s budget decree that reviewed the 
performance of the Kingdom's economy during FY 1399. Actual 
expenditures' last year exceeded revenues by SR14.529 billion, 
according to the Ministry's statement. 

Using what appears to be a new basis for its calculations, the 
Ministry reported that gross national product (GNP) for all but file 
oil sector grew in real terms by 13.7 per cent last year to reach 
SR228.84 billion. With the oil sector included, the Kingdom’s GNP 
is now SR444.962 billion. 

Highlights for the FY1400 budget including major spending 
increases for manpower training and the military sector, while con- 
sumption subsidies and internal government loans were cut back 
substantially. 

King Khaled advised the Council of Ministers to show concern for 
development projects in rural areas and Bedouin settlements along 
with educational, agricultural and health services for the general 
public. 

“ I thank God fotgranting us success in the industrial sector, which 
has begun to auger well, God willing, " he said. 

Information Minister Dr. Muhammad Abdo Yam ami reported that 
Crown Prince Fahd confirmed to file King that file council would 
work diligently to carry ont the King's instructions. 

The Crown Prince said that the new budget crystalizes the major 
objectives of the state — welfare and prosperity for the citizens of 
Saudi Arabia. 

“ We look ■ forward to continuing our work seriously and sin- 
cerely, ” Prince Fahd said. 

“ All the bretheren and I shall be keen to implement this budget on 
the bases for which it has been approved,” Prince Fahd said. “ I ask 
God to guide our steps towards success and to preserve fins nation’s 
faith, which is the basis of its life. ” 

Minister of Finance and National Economy Sheikh Muhammad 
Aba AI-Khail told SPA the new budget stresses health, social ser- 
vices and public utilities, especially in small towns and villages. 

The Kingdom has made great progress in providing base infras- 
tructure — roads, communications and telecommunications. Sheikh 
Aba AJ-Khafl said. 


“ We are therefore now entering an era of direct services, ’’ he 
added.

271 killed in U.S. plane crash

CHICAGO, May 26 (AP) — 
An American Airlines DC- 1 0 jet- 
liner crashed on takeoff from 
O’ Hare International Airport 
here Friday, killing all 271 people 
aboard in the worst aviation disas- 
ter in U.S. history. 

An engine fell off. Seconds 
later, the DC-10 crashed and 
exploded. “It looked like a fire 
swept through a clothing store and 
burned all the mannequins,'' a 
rescue worker said. “Only they 
weren't mannequins.’' 

American Airlines flight 191 
was en route from Chicago to Los 
Angeles when it fell from the sky 
in the United States’ worst airp- 
lane crash. 

The wide-body jet lost its left 
engine, one of three, shortly after 
takeoff. It rolled to its left and 
crashed — hitting nose first, then 


the left wing tip — before going up 
in a roaring explosion. 

“There was a ball of flame 
about 500 feet high and a heat 
wave ” said Rich Dusek, who saw 
the crash from his nearby service 
station. 

There were no survivors, offi- 
cials said. 

“They didn’t stand a chance, ” 
Chicago Fire Commissioner 
Richard Albrecht said after view- 


ing the carnage.

About 250 bodies were 
removed by late Friday. The 
others were left overnight 
“Some are still buried under the 
wreckage and we didn't want- to 
disturb the wreckage,” said Doug- 
las "Dreifus, an investigator with 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board. . 

Government investigators said 
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they would begin their inquiry 
Saturday. 

“You can bet your bottom dol- 
lar we’ll home in on the dropped 
engine,” said Elwood Driver, a 
member of the NTSB. 

Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion spokesman Neal Callahan 
said, “ifs incredible but not 
unheard of ” for an engine to fall 
off. 

Callahan said flight 191's 
takeoff, into a 48 kilometer per 
hour wind, was “normal” But 
seconds later, he said, an air traffic 
controller “saw that the flight was 
in trouble." 

‘"’The controller asked the plane 
if it wanted to come back and what 
runway it wanted,” Callahan said. 

“There was no answer.” 

Investigators recovered two 
flight recorders from the wreck- 
age. One is a recording of voices in 
the cockpit, the other is a com- 
puterized digest of what the plane 
did. 

Callahan said a DC-10 should 
be able to fly even with one engine 
missings “Yes, it should fly, no 
question about that, but there may 
have not been enough altitude. 
Thafs one thing that win be 
determined in a further investiga- 
tion.” 


Driver said the plane never got 
150 meters high. 

Michael Langhlin of Toronto 
was inside the O' Hare terminal, 
taking pictures, and caught the 
plane's descent with his camera. 

“I had to force myself to shoot,” 
he said. “I couldn't believe what I 
was seeing.” 

The plane smashed into an 
abandoned private airfield, in Elk 
Grove township, just yards from 
the Oasis Mobile Home Park, at 
3:03 p.m. local time. 

Rescue workers could do no 
rescuing. They removed bodies 
from the wreckage and wrapped 
them in blue plastic bags. 

Deputy Chicago Police Chief 
Charles Pepp organized the trans- 
fer of bodies to a temporary mor- 
gue at an American hangar at 
O’ Hare. 

“Get as many as posable in 
(each van),” Pepp told his work- 
ers. “But don’t stack them. Treat 
them with dignity, as if they were 
members of your own family.” 

The disaster was the worst in 
U.S. aviation. Last Sept. 25, 144 
persons died after a Pacific 
Southwest Airlines jetliner col- 
lided over San Diego with a small 
private Cessna.

The OPEC (marker) price for a 
barrel of Saudi Arabian fight 
crude is $ 14.55 which has been 
overtaken in recent weeks by a 
series of leapfrogging surcharges, 
itnposed unilaterally by produc- 
ers. 

Algeria became the latest pro- 
ducer to impose a premium Wed- 
nesday when it called on its crude 
customers to accept a price 
increase of$ 2.45 a barrel — which 
will push up the price of its Sahara 
crude to $ 21 a barrel. 

Algeria is reported to have told 
its customers that a realistic price 


for foe OPEC 4 market* crude was 
now $ 17 a barrel — although 
Saudi Arabia itself is still not 
charging a premium over the $ 
1435 price of Arabian Light 

Dr. Otaibah said that the 
United Arab Emirates will con- 
tinue to consult ciosely with Sandi 
Arabia on oil prices and foe effect 
of foe present situation in foe oil 
market on consumers.

Syria, Iraq to proclaim union 
next month, Beirut papers say 


BEIRUT, May 26 (AP) — 
Syria and Iraq were reported 
Saturday on the verge of proclaim- 
ing a federal union that would 
field a merged army of 439,000 
men supported by 4,200 tanks and 
731 warplanes a gains t Israel.

The guerrillas claimed to have 
seized the weapons when an entire 
mechanized brigade of 2,500 gov- 
ernment troops surrendered and 
joined the rebels in eastern Pakh- 
tia province recently.

The Bloc is demanding the 
release of three of its leaders. But 
the government, which imposed a 
state of siege Thursday ro quell the 
disorder, said the three leaders 
were never in custody. 

While the Bloc maintains that it 
uses only non-violent means to try 
to force social reforms, three other 
anti-government guerrilla groups 
have clashed frequently with sec- 
urity forces since the trouble 


began. 

Bloc members took over the 
Venezuelan Embassy May 11 , but 
their eight hostages, including 
Ambassador a Santiago Ochoa, 
escaped last Sunday. Authorities 
cut off all water and electricity 
Monday and prohibited food sup- 
plies to be brought to the embassy. 

Fourteen persons were killed 
Tuesday when police fired on sup- 
porters trying to bring supplies to 
the building. Previously two dozen 
demonstrators were shot to death 
in front of the occupied National 
Cathedral during a rally. 

Four more persons were killed 
Friday in two incidents, police 
said. 

A French diplomatic source 
said their “patience had been 
tried” in unsuccessful negotiations 
with the Bloc to end the occupa- 
tion of the French Embassy. 

The source said the main prob- 
lem was trying to convince the 
Bloc that its members should 
accept political asylum.

It took over two months after 
the March general elections to 
find a basis for a majority govern- 
ment insisted upon by President 
Urho Kekkonen. 


NEW DELHI, May 26 (AP) — 
More than 5,000 Nepalese stu- 
dents and other young people 
have fled to India, alleging perse- 
cution by Nepal's police, the 
United News of India reported 
Saturday from Patna, the capital 
of Bihar state in eastern India. 

“They are completely terror 
stricken” Narendra Kumar, the 
leader of an Indian youth organ- 
ization, told the news agency alter 
a visit to the border areas where 
the refugees are camping. He said 
the students fled to Bihar, which 
borders eastern Nepal, after the 
Nepalese Royal Army was called 
out earlier in the week to suppress 
a seven-week student revolt 

“Many of the students com- 
plained of torture when they were 
caught by NepaJese police,” 
Kumar said. 

The report did not say whether 
the refugees had begun returning 


to Nepal following Thursday’s 
announce ment of a referendum 
King Birendra to determine the 
future political setup in the 
Himalayan kingdom. 


NAIROBI, May 26 (A?) — 
The Organization of African 
Unity has announced its refusal to 
recognize the government of 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa in 
Rhodesia and warned Britain and 
the United States not to recognize 
it either. 

The OAU, in a statement 
released Friday to newsmen 
through Kenya’s foreign ministry, 
said it had noted with concern the 
present attitude of the two West- 
ern powers and moves in the two 
nations apparently to recognize 
the Muzorewa government and 
lift economic sanctions against 
Rhodesia, first imposed more than 
a decade ago. 

The statement said, “the OAU 
believes that the two powers will 
not be deceived by the ran tings of 
some pressure groups in their 
countries to try and recognize the 
sham elections in Zimbabwe as 
free and fair." 

The OAU added, “Those who 
claim to be champions of democ- 
racy cannot regard an election 
where voters were not registered 
and where people were forced to 
vote at the expense of their jobs 
and under conditions in which 
more than 80 per cent (of the 
country) was under martial law.” 

The statement said that the Pat- 
riotic Front, the guerrilla organ- 
ization beaded by Joshua Nkomo 
and Robert Mugabe, was more 
than justified to intensify the war 
against the Rhodesian govern- 
ment for nothing has changed."'

NEW YORK, May 26 (AP) — 
Illinois Democrats unveiled cm 
Friday the latest plan to draft Sen. 
Edward Kennedy as the party’s 
presidential choice, while efforts 
to derail a similar drive continued 
in Ohio. 

The Massachusetts senator 
repeatedly has said he is not a can- 
didate for the Democratic nomi- 
nation in 1980. His most recent 
demurrol came Wednesday after 
five liberal Democratic congress- 
men urged the party to drop Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter, four ox them 
endorsing Kennedy. 

Nevertheless, a group said in 
Chicago on Friday that it was join- 
ing the “draft Kennedy" move- 
ment and Democratic commit- 
teemen in Cleveland were prepar- 
ing to vote Saturday on a motion 
to back Kennedy as the party’s 
presidential candidate. 

"We are trying to encourage 
Kennedy to run,” said Charles 
Williams, Illinois co-ordinator for 
the Committee on Political Edu- 
cation of the International 
Association of Machinists and 
Aerospace Workers. "The 
machinists union itself has been 
dissatisfied with President Carter 
for some time now.”

Utah Deputy Attorney- 
General Michael Dreamer, who

Two main aspects of the new state budget are the shift away 
from a consumer society to a productive one, and an attempt 
at a greater distribution of wealth that is-primarily aimed at 
the rural areas. 

In his statement Saturday, King Khafed underscored the ' 
budget’s objective when be said it “will enable our govern- 
ment to render more services to the citizens in all parts of the 
Kingdom.” 

The new budget differs from previous ones not only in the 
change in emphasis. It gives a review of the economy’s per- 
formance in the previous year, while offering a forecast of the 
coming year. Finance Minister Sheikh Muhammad Aba 
Al-Khail summed up the idea when he stated: “We are now 
entering an era of direct services,” now that infrastructure 
development appears to have reached the high watermark. 

While the new budget is the highest in the Kingdom’s his- 
tory, it represents only an eight per cent increase over last 
year’s actual expenditures. This spending restraint should 
help the government maintain its successful control of infla- 
tion which now stands at less than 10 per cent. In cutting back 
on direct subsidies, internal government loans and similar 
non-productive areas, it should go a long way toward creating 
the competitive spirit that has been missing to a certain degree 
from Saadi society. 

A welcome feature of the new budget is the emphasis on 
curbing consumption. Sheikh Aba AI-KhaiTs assertion that 
the budget was worked out “to ensure that government spend- 
ing stays within the absorptive capacity of the economy,” 
should ease the pressures on the average citizen — although 
contractors may see it in a different light. 

One of the ill effects of the market 5 s performance in the past 
year was the need for the government to dip into its reserves. 
While not all the drawdowns financed consumption, a large 
portion of that sum did — a thing the government seems intent 
on avoiding. Drawing on reserves is an acceptable practice, 
but the country’s interests are best served if such funds enter a 
productive capacity. 

The desire to put more money into rural areas and provide 
services that have not reached rural settlements yet has the 
added advantage of limiting the movement away from these 
areas into already congested urban centers. 

The slight reduction in infrastructure spending reflects a 
belief that local industry has already been put on the road to 
success and is in no way a turn around from the declared 
objectives of the country’s development plans. 


Iran listening post: 
Awaiting orders

BEHSHAHR, Iran - 

A secret American monitoring post abandoned Jan. 31 by U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency technicians, is still in working order and 
is being kept that way by Iranian Air Force personnel who show signs 
of pro-American, anti-Communist sentiments. 

The Iranian airmen are under orders to maintain the facility just 
the way the Americans left it until the two governments deride what to 
do with it. 

So far no decision appears imminent. Authorities say there have 
been no negotiations so far on either removing the sophisticated 

equipment or letting the Americans back in to resume r unning it 

the latter prospect, they say, appears highl y unlikely. 

No U.S. officials have been to the Behshahr station, which 
overlooks this town near Iran’s Caspian Sea coast, or to a similar post 
on a remote mountain top near Kabkau in northeastern Iran since the 
posts were evacuated in the turmoil of the Iranian revolution. 

American technicians evacuated in late February horn the Kabkan. 
post after having been held captive by revolutionaries said the facility 
was vital for verification of Soviet compliance with the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty. 

After the stations were abandoned, U.S. officials also expressed 
concern that sensitive equipment and materials mi ght fall into the 
wrong hands and be passed on to the Soviets. 

A visit to the Behshahr post recently by two American corres- 
pondents showed security to be rather penetrable. Initially we were 
told to come back on a Monday, when the air force guards open the 
place to tourists. But after some discussion we were admi tted for a 
private tour. 

The post’s 30- foot-high white radar dome and nearby radio 
monitoring and relay towers were found to tie intact Big air condi- 
tioning units were still keeping the dome climate-controlled, and the 
steady whir of machinery indicated that the equipment behind the 
structure's locked doors was still functioning. 

“We haven’t done anything with these devices,” said Sotvan 
Javahen, a shy 2 3 -year-old second lieutenant who is in charge of the 
facility. “Anytime you come here you will see that everythine works, 
even the lights." * B ’ 


The equipment runs on Behshahr electricity. But generators are 
designed to cut in automatically if the power foils. Lt. Javahen SF id 
his men were keeping the generators topped up with fuel oil. 

“We do not have any orders from the U.S. government, 1 ' Lt. 
Javahen said. “ But the (Iranian) air force has told us to keep every- 
thing working until the Americans tell us what we should do with it.” 


He said townspeople, long barred from the site when it was run 
by Americans under the regime of the deposed Shah, could come and 
see the dome on visiting days. “But nobody can go inside it.” 
Javahen said be was the only one at the post who knows the 
combination for a lock consisting of five black buttons on the facil- 
ity’s steel double-doors. Neither is anyone else allowed inside a 
windowless operations bunker built into the hilltop just below Lbe 
white bubble, which sits on the grassy surface like a huge golf balL 
The young U.S.-trained lieutenant said the combination for 
unlocking the doors was passed on to him by the post’s previous 
commander whom he relieved 17 days earlier. His predecessor, in 
turn, got the combination from the American in charge before the 
evacuation, Javaheri said. 

The whining and purring of electronic equipment inside the 
facility has raised speculation that it may be continuing to transmit 
data on Soviet missile tests and military communications back to the 
United States via satellite. But a knowledgeable foreign source dis- 
missed this idea, saying techni cians were needed to run the Behshahr 
post and similar facilities. 

Javaheri was reluctant to describe his ventures inside the dome. 
Most of the visitors to the ’ hilltop compound are mainly 


interested in seeing a 16th century palace on its grounds which 
commands a 


; an excellent view of the town below and the Caspian coast 
about nine miles to the north. 

The palace, once the summer residence of the Savafid Dynasty 
monarch, Shah Abbas, was formerly the headquarters of the 
monitoring post, which was established 20 years ago. A radar still 
sits in front of the palace, plainly visible from the highway linking 
Behshahr with other Caspian coastal towns. 

“After the revolution, people were curious to see the palace," 
Javaheri said. “For them it is a historical place. Most people don’t 
have the education for taking much interest in the dome." 

Lt. Javaheri said be had received six months of training as a 
“missile minder" or officer who commands a missile silo, at U.S. 
bases at Van Nuys, California, and San Antonio, Texas. 

He said he allowed us to visit the post only because we were 
Americans. 

“No Russians have been here," Javaheri said. “We wouldn’t let 
them come in.” Despite his assurances and his apparent pride in the 
post 5 s security arrangements, it see me dde ba table whether the guards 
would be able to tell the difference between Soviet agents and other 
visitors who wanted to tour the facility. 

In any case, according to an informed source, a spy could not 
hope to learn much from such a visit The source tended to dismiss 
the value of any intelligence that could be gleaned even by entering' 
the radar dome or its command bunker. AH the top-secret cryptog- 
raphic gear at the foritfty has been “taken care of," he said. 

However, it was unclear what, if any, classified technical manu- 
als or other documents remained at the site. According to a reporter 
who visited the Behshahr installation immediately after the February 
revolution, the place bore the look of a “latter-day Pompeii.” 
Clothes and personal effects were abandoned in the Americans’ 
homes, indicating at hasty departure that might not have afforded 
enough time to destroy sensitive materials. 

Supporting this thesis was the presence beside the radar dome of 
six metal barrels marked “document destroyer drum type without 
igniters 5 ’ — all of them unused. — (WP) 



South Lebanon : Initiatives and pressure

BRAACHITE, South Lebanon — 


In the central square of this hillside village some five miles from the 
Israeli border, a score of mostly elderly men sit despondently in 
doorways waiting for something to happen. 

They represent nearly the entire remaining population of a town- 
ship which until two weeks ago was home to around 5,000 people. 
The others have all fled, bundling their ready possessions into hired 
cars and heading north to safety from the ultimatums and bombard- 
ments of Maj. Saad Haddad, the Israeli-backed right-wing militant 
whose breakaway “Free Lebanon" border enclave lies just over the 
hill. 

Tike a string of some nine other villages similarly threatened with 
destruction if they do not join Haddad’s “Free Lebanon," Braachite 
lies inside the zone controlled by the United Nations peacekeeping 
force (UN1F1L). But this has not meant immunity for the villages. 
Quite the contrary. In a series of ultimatums conveyed to the villagers 
by such incongruous go-betweens as nuns, Haddad has pressed them 
to demand the removal of U.N. roadblocks and positions. The U-N. is 
thus cast as the source of the people's woes, and it is powerless to 
protect them fro m the shellings with which Haddad backs up his 
threats. Three Braachite villagers were killed as bombardments sped 
up the exodus a few days ago. 

The few remaining people of Braachite accuse Haddad of using 
“blackmail and psychological warfare.” They praise the U.N. for its 
efforts^ but assert volubly that all they want is to be able to get on with 
their lives in peace and quiet. The others have all voted with their 
feet. 

“If Haddad wants to come in peace, welcome,” said one old man, 
underlining the psychological problem faced by the U.N.. It could 
find itself in the demoralizing position of defending ghost villages, 
depopulated ostensibly because of the very U.N. presence. 

“When villagers come and ask us to dismantle one of our roadb- 
locks, we explain to them why we have to stay ” a spokesman for the 
Irish contingent controlling the area said. “If Haddad cries to enter 
this area, we will of course stand firm. We'll defend our positions and 


repel him .” 

UNIFIL officials believe Haddad’s immediate aim is to take con- 
trol of the strategic ridge of hills topped by Braachite and its neigh- 
bors, though the strategic aim of the constant pressure and harass- 
ment is clearly to squeeze the U.N. out. A few miles away, the. 
commander of “HaddacflandV western sector, Louis Hasroum, 
makes no secret of expansionist ambitions. . . 

“Another ten kilometers, and goodbye UNIFIL,” he says. “You 
haven’t heard the end of it yet. Our aim is to liberate all of Lebanon, 
up to Beirut — even Tripoli (north Lebanon).” • 

There is no longer any doubt about the presence of IsraeFs hand- 
inside the glove. “We owe everything to Israel," says HaaounL 
Haddad himself is rarely seen without his Israeli “liaison oflScei”_ 
Col. Yoran Mizrahi, referred to by Western nufitaz; observers as 
Haddad’s “control.” The UNIFIL commander, Gen. Erskine, 
recently put on record what has been widely known for some time: 
that Israel itself has been active in shelling the UJ'I.-held areas. 

Israel has now officially stated at the U.N. that there can be no 
steps to ex tend Lebanese state authority into the border enclave// 
through UNIFIL, as long as the rest of Lebanon remains “occupied” 
by the Syrians and Palestinians. Tins Israeli intrusion into Lebanese 
affairs has now become the dominant factor in Beirut politics, par- 
ticularly in the wake of the government’s resignation. 

Haddad's secession, Israel's position and its conditions for peace 
with Lebanon have tadtor open support from a number of rigfatwmg 
leaders in Beirut. As long as this remains so, it will be virtually, 
impossible to replace the technocratic cabinet of SaKm Boss with the . 
desired political team. 

However, inter-rightist fighting in Beirut, and the subsequent 
merger of tire two biggest factions, raised the possibility that the 
rightists might back out of their alliance with Israel and accept a 
national entente formula which would also involve withdrawals of 
the Syrian peacekeeping forces from western Lebanon, and controls 
Pon the Palestinian presence. But with the Initiative and pressure 
coming from the south, the signs are that President Sarkis will even- ' 
tually have to fall back on another neutral, apolitical team to preside 
helplessly over a further slide into chaos. (OFNS) 


Tito- Peking’ s middleman in Moscow

MOSCOW- 

The real purpose of President Tito’s recent visit to Moscow was to 
arrange, or at least to initiate, a rapprochement between Moscow and 
Peking. 

It is not that the Russians would take kindly to any mediation 
between -them and the Chinese, and indeed they would continue to 
deal with Peking directly. But there is a feeling that maybe Tito can 
be useful to some extent in explaining what the Chinese really want to 
do in terms of their relations with the Soviet Union. 

After the talks between Tito and President Brezhnev, it is dear 
that differences in outlook between Yugoslavia and the Soviet Union 
remain deeply entrenched. 

Neither leader has budged from his position on any question in a 
significant way. Indeed, Tito has gone out of his way to reaffirm 
Yugoslavia’s right to take its own stand on international problems. 

Suiprisingly enough, the Russians did not expect the Yugoslav 
stand to change. They understand that Tito, and Yugoslavia, need 
the image of being defiant of the Soviet Union and it is no longer 
grudged. But what causes great irritation to Moscow is that Tito is 
apparently trying to play his own China card. 

The Yugoslavs are sympathetic to Russia's fears and an important 
purpose of the Tito visit was to reassure the Russians that Yugoslavia 
is not joining the Chinese against the Soviet Union in any form; 

If Tito is to play a useful role between Moscow and Peking, the 
Russians would first expect some subtle modifications from Yugos- 
lavia itself. It would have to be less provocative in flaunting the 
Chinese connection, and it would have to temper its objectively 
anti-Soviet role within the non-aligned movement 

The Russians know that Tito is very concerned about the growing 
strength of some pro-Soviet countries within the movement but they 
argue that this has nothing to do with them as such and that the 


Yugoslavs are not only blaming the wrong party bnt are in a way 
responsible for it themselves.

Only 
yesterday it was repeated by the 
Israeli interior minis ter who said 
that those who. believe the plan 
could lead to independence 
should realize that their dreams 
will not materialize. 

“What more do the Palestinians 
and the Arabs want to hear to 
reject the plan," the paper asked. 

According to “Ofcaz” the 
forthcoming budget which comes 
at the end of the second five year 
plan “will bring with it even grea- 


ter prosperity and progress as it 
coincides with the beginning ofr the 
third five year plan. 

“ Planned development has 
proved to be the best method of 
fighting backwardness. Such 
development plans have given rise 
to agricultural and industrial 
enterprises which have helped us 
fa reducing our total dependence 
on o3 as the sole source of national 
income.” 

The paper said that the last year 
of the second five year plan should 
be usefi to launch a new educa- 
tional policy ‘‘aimed at creating a 
new generation of - Saudi experts 
and technicians to manage and 
operate the various enterprises 
that we have built and will be 
bidding in the future. 

“This policy should be the 
foundation tor new targets that 
are envisaged under the third 
plan," the paper said.

DAMASCUS — In a small 
town on the Mediterranean coast 
of Syria, a motor coach polls op 
outside a new hotel on the sea 
front From it emeige 15 Ameri- 
can tourists, with a courier, a guest 
lecturer, a Syrian guide — and a 
small mountain of luggage. 

The- tourists are weary; they 
have driven from Aleppo, visiting 
a couple of crusader castles on the 
way, and they are looking forward 
to a shower, a good dinner and 
comfortable beds. While they dis- 
pose themselves bn the brand-new 
chairs in the lobby, the courier sets 
about negotiating for these with 
the hotel staff. 

The. negotiations prove compli- 
cated and tax the patience of both 
sides. The rooms for the tourists 
have been booked in advance anH 
confirmed that morning by tele- 
phone, but it seems that they .are 
not ready. Or rather,- some 'are 
ready while others are not, and 
even those that are ready contain 
tangible evidence of their previous 
occupants. 

Confusion develops, and is 
aggravated when it turns out that 
the lift has been recently installed 
and has not yet been disciplined to 
stop at the floor indicated. There 
is amusement, and some irritation, 
as the tourists in twos and threes ' 
go sailing up and down while the 
lift stops arbitrarily at this floor or 
at that, and sometimes in between 
the two. 

Gradually ‘the confusion is 
resolved. The hotel staff mop up 
bathrooms which are flooded and 
remove cigarette packets and 
waste paper from the bedrooms. 
A boy is dispatched to the souk to 
buy towels, which seem to have 
been overlooked when the hotel 
was being equipped. An agreeable 
smell of roasting fish permeates 
the air and before long the tour- 
ists, overcoming their initial 
apprehensions, axe settling down 
to dinner. Their appetities are 
sharpened by the sense that they 
have faced and survived an adven- 
ture. 

And so in a way they have, for 
package tourism in the Western 
style is a new phenomenon in tins 
part of the world. Whether it win 
catch on and what its results will 
be in terms of its effect both on the 
local environment and on the rela- 
tionship between the West and the 
Arab world, remains to be seen. 

Certainly It wiH.make a differ-, 
ence, and provided there is a 
reasonable amount of give and 
take on both rides, it seems that an 
expansion of tourism in the Arab 
world should have a thoroughly 
beneficial effect. It offers the best 
way of breaking through the cur- 
tain of on familiarity and ignor- 
ance which has done so much to 
keep Easterners and Westerners 
apart. 

Of course there are many pit- 
falls to avoid and here the experi- 
ence of this land of tourism in 
Europe offers warnings. Many 
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places in Europe have become so 
saturated with tourists that their 
essential character has been 
altered and vulgarized out of all 
recognition. Italy in particular has 
so much to offer to the traveller 
that places like Venice and Flor- 
ence appear at the height of the 
tourist season like cities under 
enemy occupation. London is so 
overrun with tourists during the 
summer that its inhabitants 
become impatient at the sight of 
their streets clogged with motor 
coaches and their railway stations 
crowded with students encum- 
bered with haversacks and camp- 
ing equipment 

There areample compensations 
for hoteliers and. traders in the 
money that the tourists bring and 
which they spend so liberally; but 
the price is high in the shape of 
over-crowded facilities and the 
lowered standards which an excess 
of commercialism inevitably 
brings. 

In short, tourism needs to be 
carefully organized if it is to pro- 
duce a result satisfying to host and 
visitor alike. In those Arab coun- 
tries where tourists in large num- 
bers (as opposed to the wealthy

elite of the past) are only now 
beginning to penetrate, there is 
still time to avoid the mistakes 
which have accompnanied the 
rapid expansion of mass tourism in 
Europe. There is also a tremend- 
ous opportunity to derive social 
and eve apolitical advantage from 
the development of an industry 
which too often is considered only 
as a means of earning substantial 
amounts of valuable foreign 
exchange. 

I have jnst returned from spend- 
ing two weeks in the company of a 
party of North Americans touring 
Syria and Jordan and the experi- 
ence was an intriguing one. The 
tourists were aware .that the 
United States is not the most 
popular country in the Middle 
East at this moment They were 
prepared for some expressions of 
hostilit y — and agreeably sur- 
prised to find that they encoun- 
tered only goodwill and a univer- 
sal willingness to help them. 

They found the complex and 
outdated formalities of frontier 
control bewildering, but readily 
acknowledged that they were 
understandable in countries for 




tourists near Kerafc, Jordan 

which war was both a recent 
experience and an ever-present 
threat They were cautious about 
eating fresh salad dr drinking 
water from the tap, but gained 
confidence when they saw me con- 
suming both without apparent 
ill-effect. They were impressed by 
the luxury hotels in which they 
stayed in Damascus and Amman, 
but justifiably critical of the stan- 
dards of cleanliness and especially 
of the plumbing in the resthomes 
and smaller hotels in which they 
stayed elsewhere in both coun- 
tries. And they learned surpris- 
ingly quickly to adapt themselves 
tp these ups and downs in the mat- 
ter of physical comfort as. they 
became incrqpsmgly fascinated 
and absorbed by the historical 
sites we took them to see every- 
where from Aleppo to Aqaba. 

And no wonder: There are 
surely no two countries of com- 
parable size anywhere in the world 
that have as much to offer to the 
traveller as Syria and Jordan. 

The glories of Islamic civilisa- 
tion in Damascus, the Omayyad 
hunting lodges in the desert east of 
Amman, the citadel and the 
mediaeval souks of Aleppo — and 


the museums in all three cities, of 
which my favorite is the charming 
little Museum of Folklore next to 
the Roman theater in Amman; the 
Byzantine churches northwest of 
Aleppo, and Rnsafa away to the 
east near the Euphrates; mysteri- 
ous Petra, and Palmyra splendid in 
its desert setting; the forum at Jer- 
ash and the theater at Basra, both 
speaking of the energy and confi- 
dence of Rome; crusader castles 
above the Syrian shore and in the 
hills overlooking the Dead Sea — 
and in Damascus again, the tomb 
of Salahuddin, who put an end to 
the dream ^of Frankish ascen- 
dancy. 

All this against the constantly 
changing background of moun- 
tains, the desert and the sea, must 
set the weakest imagination alight 
at the thought of so many 
tributaries of human endeavor 
flowing into the great river on 
which all Westerners and Easter- 
ners alike, are afloat today. 

For the ministries of tourism in 
Syria and Jordan these are assets 
of pure gold — and another is the 
instinctive * attitude of hospitality 
with which most Arabs, especially 
in the country districts, welcome f 
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the foreign visitor. Can these 
assets be used to provide, not just 
a source of income, but a more 
far-reaching dividend in the shape 
of a sympathetic understanding of 
Arab hopes and ambitions in the 
contemporary world? I am sure 
they can, provided that careful 
and imaginative thought is given 
to the development of tourism 
both as a business and — more 
importantly — as a means of 
communication. 

The most effective step in this 
direction would be some relaxa- 
tion of the stringency of visa and 
immigration controls. Where 
Syria and Jordan are concerned, 
these have already been simplified 
as the two governments have 
learned to cooperate in the field of 
tourism. But they are still time- 
consuming and psychologically

discouraging and it is difficult to 
see what useful purpose they 
serve. 

The other suggestion which I 
would offer to those concerned 
with tourism here and elsewhere 
in the Arab world would be to 
envisage the tourist as a man (or 
woman) of average means and 
modest tastes — which is what 
most tourists are today. There are 
enough luxury hotels in most parts 
of the Middle East today to meet 
the needs of the wealthy traveller 
and the businessman with an 
expense account. There is still a 
shortage of smaller and less 
expensive hotels catering for the 
needs of Mr. And Mrs. Everyman, 
who are the mainstay of tourism in 
the Western world. 

The Turks have been remark- 
ably successful in providing 




accommodation of this sort, where 
the emphasis is on simplicity and 
cleanliness, and tourism in Turkey 
has increased by leaps and bounds 
as a result. There is every reason 
to expect that the same policy 
would succeed just as well in the 
Arsfo world, attracting great num- 
bers of Western visitors looking 
for a change from the well-won) 
paths of tourism in Europe. 

When they come, I am sure the 
majority of these visitors, like the 
Americans I have just accom- 
panied, will take home with them 
a sharpened awareness, not just of 
the extraordinarily varied past of 
an area which has so many histori- 
cal links with the West, but of the 
ideas and aspirations which are of 
concern to the Arab world today. 
And that, for both sides, will be 
pure gain.

OKLAHOMA CITY — A

energy conglomerate Kerr-Mcgee 
Corporation to pay $ 10-5 millio n 
to the children of its late employee 
Karan Silkwood for its negligence 
in her 1974 off-site plutonium

The verdict was the first in the 
United States in a suit alleging 
contamination by plutonium out- 
side a nuclear facility. 

It was considered a significant 
warning to the nuclear industry 
that it must do more to safeguard 
tile public from radioactive mater- 
ials than merely meet safety stan- 
dards set by the Nuclear Regulat- 
ory Co mmissio n 

Silkwood supporters, known as 
“Sflkies" here, applauded loudly 
in the courtroom when the verdict 
was read Friday. Silkwood Attor- 
ney Gerald L Spence blew kisses 
to the six-member jury. Karen 
SflkwoocT s mother. Merle, fought 
back tears. 

Bill M. Silkwood, father of the 
dead plutonium plant laboratory 
tedrinirian and the administrator 
of her estate, who sat stoically 
through the 12-week trial, said 
after the tense 12-minute court 
session: ‘Tm glad if s over. I think 
we had a very fair jury and I think 
it vindicated Karen.” 

Kerr-Mcgee Corp. attorney 
William Paul said he would ask 
within ten days for a new trial or 
for U.S. District Judge Frank 
Theis to set aside the jury* s verdict 
on grounds that “the scope of the 
evidence admitted by tlx; court 
was so broad and wide and unre- 
lated to the issues it was prejudi- 
cial” and because of Theis* 
instructions to jurors, including 
one on the meaning of personal 
injury. 


“Of course, I am disappointed 
and more than that I am shocked 
and dismayed about it,” Paul, 49, 
said, slumping slightly after the 
verdict. “I just don’t see how the 
evidence could support it" 
Showing his delight, Spence, 50, 
the Wyoming lawyer who rep- 
resented the Silkwood family, told 
news media the verdict means 
'“truth is cheaper than fiction and 
the American people have a 
chance to survive.” 

"Six people (the jury) say the 
government standards are 
baloney ... that they don’t protect 
the American people,” Spence 


Asked about his own fee, the 
flamboyant trial lawyer, who cal- 
led the case the “capstone” of his 
27 years in courtrooms, said that 
had not yet been decided. He is 
said to have agreed to handle the 
case for an undisclosed set fee to 
be paid by “Silkie” fund-raising 
groups, but is now negotiating 
with his co-counsel to get a per- 
centage of the award. Conting- 
ency foes, or the usual method of 
-.payment in such cases, normally 
range from 30 per cent to 40 per 
cent of the judgment. 

Arthur Angel, Daniel Sheehan 
and James Ikaid, the other Silk- 
wood attorneys, had handled the 
case “pro bono” or without foe, 
asking only payment for their 
expenses. 

Karen Silkwood, 28, a divorced 
mother of three, died in a one-car 
crash on November 13, 1974, one 
week after her contamination, fay 
radioactivity at her apartment. At 
the time of the auto accident, she 
was apparently on her way to give 
a “New York Tunes” reporter 
documents showing faulty welds 
on the plutonium fuel rods man- 
ufactured at the Cimarron plant, 


where rite worked, for use m nno- 
lear reactors. 

Such documents were never 
found.

quarters, is that the world has at 
least two to three times as much 
heavy crude as conventional crude 
ofl and maybe substantially more. 

Heavy crude is sticky, low- 
grade petroleum that is harder to 
extract from the ground than 
free-flowing conventional crude 
and more diffi cult to refine.

Margin trading prompts worries 


MANILA, May 26 (R) — 
Negotiations on trade protection- 
ism at the U.N. Conference on 
Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD) in Manila have run 
into a stalemate which some dele- 
gams believe will not be resolved 
at the meeting. 

Barriers erected by some of the 
world* s rich nnrin n ^ against man- 
ufactured or semi-manufactured 
goods from the developing world 
have been a focal point of the 
month-long conference during its 
first three weeks. 

The poor nations complain bit- 
terly that just as they are begin- 
ning to break through competi- 
tively in their industrialization, 
artificial barriers are being put up 
to protect less efficient industries 
struggling to survive in the 
developed world. 


Textiles is one industry most* 
often cited. Others include steel, 
shipbuilding and car assembly, 
which Third World nations 
believe could be more sensibly left 
to them and allowed to die out in 
countries where they are no longer, 
economic. ' 

Another claim is that subsidies 
are being paid by developed cotpi^ 
tries to some of their industries or 
workers which artificially keep 
them competitive with the Third 
World. . 

Although developed nations 
defend their right to protect 
struggling industries with tempor- 
ary barriers while jobs are redis- 
tributed to avoid damaging social 
consequences, it is not on this 
aspect of the issue that the confer- 
ence is least likely to reach’ an 
agreed position, delegates say. '.

NEW YORK, May 26 (AP) — 
The use of borrowed money in the 
stock market is on the rise again, 
prompting some concern among 
analysts. 

Total “margin debt” — loans 
outstanding from brokers using 
securities as collateral — has 
climbed in each of the past three 
months, according to New York 
Stock Exchange figures. 

It reached $ 12.2 billion at the 
end of April — not for short of the 
record high of$ 12.4 billion set last 
year, just before a steep decline in 
stock prices that came to be 
known as the “October mas- 
sacre.” 

In that two- week slide, the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials fell 
mote than 90 points. And brokers 
reported that forced selling as a 
result of “margin calls” was a 


major factor in the latter stages of 
the decline. 

This forced selling qpn occur 
whenever the price of the stock or 
stocks used as collateral on a mar- 
gin loan declines below a specified 
level. 

At that point, the broker 
notifies the borrower that be must 
put up additional collateral, such 
as stock or cash. If the borrower is 
unable or unwilling to comply, tire 
broker then must seD enough 
stock to bring the account back 
within legal limits. 

At present the margin require- 
ment, as set by the Federal 
Reserve, is 50 per cent. In other 
•words, an investor can borrow up 
to half the purchase price when be 
buys a stock. 

The margin requirement has

been at that level since early 1974, 
when the Fed reduced it from 65 
per cent. If only because it hasn’t 
been changed for such an unusu- 
ally long period, there has been 
some scattered conjecture lately 
that the central h ank might soon 
raise it. 

“Any change, given the current 
level of margin debt, would have 
to be up,” the brokerage firm First 
Albany Corp. of Albany, New 
York, observed. 

But several analysts expressed 
doubt late last week that such a 
mow was in the offing, noting that 
margin -requirement increases 
usually come when stock prices 
are high amid heavy speculative 
activity. By most any measure, 
stock prices currently are not hiph 
at all.

Begin, Vance arrive today 

Sadat raises Egypt’s flag 
over capital city of Sinai 


EL ARISH, Egypt May 26 (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat, dressed in a white navy admiral's 
uniform, raised the Egyptian flag over El Arish 
Saturday and was thronged by thousands of Egyp- 
tians celebrating the return of the Sinai capital after 
12 years of Israeli occupation. 

The Egyptian leader arrived in El Arish in a 
U.S.-made 030 military plane a day after Israeli 
troops began the first stage of an evacuation that is 
to leave Egypt with all of the Sinai Peninsula. 

Sadat knelt on a straw mat near the airport 
runaway and performed prayers flanked by top 
officials of his government and Muslim and Coptic 
leaders. 


Sadat and the entire Egyptian government 
were in El Arish Saturday for the celebrations and 
Vance was expected to spend the day in his hotel or 
at the U.S. embassy, officials said. 

Vance came to Cairo Saturday so be could 
travel to El Arish Sunday from the Egyptian capital 
rather than from Israel. 


When Sadat receives Prime Minister Begin in 
El Arish Sunday, their private talks, will probably 
touch on the most difficult aspect of the complex 
Middle East conflict — the Palestinian issue which 
includes the question of divided Jerusalem. 


Soldiers lining the airstrip burst into emotional 
cries and had to be restrained by military police. 
Sadat then helicoptered to a war memorial for the 
unknown soldier built several weeks ago where 
flag-waving crowds cheered him. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
arrived in Cairo Saturday for a day without official 
meetings before beading to El Arish Sunday to take 
part in the Egyptian- Israeli negotiations. 

Vance arrived from Israel, where be attended 
the start of negotiations between the two countries 
on Palestinian autonomy Friday. 

President Sadat and Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin are to hold talks in El Arish on Sunday. The 
three men are also to helicopter to Bersheeba for 
more ceremonies. 


At a first round of talks between Egypt and 
Israel in -Bersheeba-. Friday the two sides set out 
widely divergent positions. Israel offered only 
severely limited autonomy far Pales tinians on the 
West Bank, and the Gaza Strip just north of here. 


Egypt wants much broader autonomy for the 
Palestinians as a first step towards independence — 
something Israel refuses to concede. Egypt also 
claims East Jerusalem as part of the West Bank 
while Israel insists it is the capital of the Jewish state 
and must never again be divided.

which was earmarked for outlays of SR47.8 billion. Internal security 
agencies will receive SR 8.26 billion. In FY1399, appropriations for 
both the military and security sectors totalled SR4S.S68 billion. 

Dr. Yamam said the Council of Ministers considers the new budget 
m line with government goals of curtailing public expenditure, 
improving the standard of public services and concentrating on pro- 
ductive projects and public utility programs — such as education, 
health, agriculture, security and communications. 

Internal government loans were cut for this year over last from 
• SR16.6 billion to SR12.905 billion — a 22 per cent decline. The 
Ministry of Economy reported outlays for internal loans daring the 
last fiscal year totalled SRI 6.5 billion. 

The govemraenf s new budget for local subsidies is SR5.227 bD- 
uon, a 15 per cent decline fron last year’s figure of SR6.154 billion 
figure. The subsuiies cover spendmg for items tike foods, agricultural 
production, a nimal husbandly, social insurance , Sanrf fa domestic 
flights, electricity, social insurance and youth and sport clubs. Stu- 
dents studying inside and outside the Kingdom are also covered by 
scholarships under the subsidy program. 

^ uman resources appropriations are pegged this year at SRI 7.144 
bnn°b, which are to be used for manpower development The figure 
represents an 8.4 per cent spending increase over appropriations for 
last year. 

Under this year’s budget infrastructure development is consi- 
dered separately from transport and communications. The infras- 
tructure budget— covering municipal services, housing and work on 
the industrial complexes of Jnbai] and Yanbu — totals SRI 8. 492 
bflfion. Transport and communications is budgeted at SR23.737 
billion. (In last year’s budget the two taken together received 
appropriations of SR40.835 billion.) 

Sheikh Aba Al-Khafl said the budget this year had been prepared 
to ensure chat government spending stays within the economy’s 
absorptive capacity in order to prevent high levels of inflation. Infla- 
tion during FY1399 was less than 10 percent accordingly the Minis- 
try of Finance, while the Saudi Arabian Monetary Agency reported 
last month that inflation during FY1398 reached only 4 per cent 
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The government 1 s shortfall in revenues last year came from lower 
incomes than had been a n ticipated from such sources as customs 
duties, foreign assets and income taxes on foreign companies. Ofl 
revenues during the year amounted to SR115.518 billion, according 
to the Ministry of Finance, which was almost identical to the Minis- 
try's projection last year of ofl earnings of SR115.134 billion. 

This could in part stem from the decline in the value of the U.S. 
dollar, which accounts for 80 per cent of the Kingdom's official 
reserves, during 1978. 

Total income for FY1399 reached SR123.871 billion, well short of 
the budget target of SR130 billion. 

Actual expenditures forthe year were reported at SR147.4 billion, 
part of which was covered by royal decrees authorizing drawings on 
the official reserves of at least SR9.9 billion during the year. 

The decree authorizing this year’s budget once again admonishes 
the government that the Kingdom’s foreign assets and official 
reserves cannot be used for expenditures except with a specific royal 
decree. 

“Any surplus income or savings on the allocations in this budget 
shall be carried over to the state reserves,” King Khaleds budget 
decree declares. “Drawing on these reserves will not be allowed 
unless sanctioned by a royal decree in cases of utmost necessity 
bearing on the supreme interest of the state ” 

The total value of Saudi Arabia's foreign assets and official 
reserves is now estimated to total SRI 90 billion, according to inter- 
national banking sources. _ 

Saturday’s budget statements did not indicate what estimated 
revenues will be during FY1400. 

In ode category where the government intends to devote more 
spending for small towns and villages, spending is targeted at a higher 
figure this year for health and soda! services (SR9-188 billion). The 
ministries of agriculture and water, petroleum and mineral resources, 
industry and electricity and commerce will together receive 
SRI2.903 billion. 

Public administration allocations total SR10.352 billion under the 
new budget 

Spending under the first four years of the Kingdom's second five- 
year development plan (1395-1400) totalled SR447.5 billion, 
according to figures of the Ministry of Finance and the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency. When the amounts allocated for this year are 
considered, the five-year plan’s total budget is now expected to reach 
SR607.5 trillion. That is SRI 09 3 billion over the plan's original 
budget estimate of SR498.2 billion. 

Dc. Yamam said the budget gives top priority to projects for the 
pilgrimage sites.
